CINCINNATI LOSER. 


Ohio Town's Big Liquor Business 
Deeply Cut into by Prohibi- 
tion Wave. 

(ASBOCLAT ED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

CINCINNATI, April 9--—“The drying 
out of twenty Michigan counties in 
the loeal-option election this week will 
cost Cincinnati liquor ttererts a large 
amount of business annually, and I 
believe it would be safe to esttmrste 
the loss at about $2,000,000 a year,”’ 
said a wholesale liquor dealer in a dis- 
cussion of the liquor situation at the 
Chamber of Commerce here. 

“There are probably $50,000,000 I[n- 
vested by whisky interests in this city. 
Cincinnati is the great liquor center 
of the country, and feels the prohibi- 
tion wave most keenly.” 

This city supplied the larger part of 
the liquor consumed in the Michigan 
counties.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


“Not a Bad Man, Only a Social- 
ist,” He Tells Officers Who Arrest 
Him for Robbing Clubhouse on San 
Marcos Ranch—Refuses to Make 
Any Explanations. 


SANTA BARBARA, April $.—Wan- 
dering nearly naked in the snow of the 
mountain peaks, in the Manzana coun- 
try, the “mount@n burglar,” for 
whose arrest the Sheriff and his dep- 
uties Rave been striving for weeks, 
was caught agai by Officers Libeu 
and Densmore. 

“Were I a bad man I could have 
killed those officers when they raided 
my camp that day and took away the 
goods I got from that clubhouse. {I 
am not bad—only a socialist. I be- 
lieved I had every right to take those 
things. I sat on a ledge just above 
the officers and could have shot them 
without being seen, but I didn’t,”” he 
said, when locked up here tonight. 

Handeuffed to the horses of Forest 
Rangers John Libeu and Densmore, 
his clothing in rags, and his body 
scarred and bleeding from thorns and 
barbed wire, a small, nearly starved 
young man, who says his name is 
George Griffith,.declined toe discuss 
himself, but admitted being the 
“mountain burglar.” How he got in- 
to the mountains Griffith will not say, 
ae starving, he found himself near 

Quaker Hunt clubhouse on San 
Saeed ranch. He broke in, ate his 
all, and then packed provisions, guns, 
ammunition and clothing and sough:

YUMA, April 9%.—[Exclusive Die- 
patch.} Yuma is in the throes of a 
moral clean-up. Acting under strin- 
gent instructions from Judge John H. 
Campbell, now presiding over the April 
term of the District Court, the grand 
jury has investigated conditions in the 
local Tenderloin and thus far has re- 
turned indictments against four per- 
sons for maintaining notortous houses. 
Other indictments may follow.

Granger lost his 
life, I think, trying to help Lawrence. 
He had a chance to escape. It was 
terrible while it lasted, and I thought

REACTION AFTER NAPOLEON. 
A’ general reaction prevailed in all 
civilized countries, after the overthrow 
of Napoleon, against barbarous meth- 
ods of settling disputes. “Peace 
ideas,” he said, “were fostered and 
promoted in every Way. Peace socie- 
tles and peace congresses constantly 
stirred the conscience of the world.” 
Speaking ‘of the various treaties 
made by the United States declaring 
this country in favor of arbitrable 
settlement of international disputes, he 
said that the treaty of 1848 between 
the United States and Mexico pro- 
vide that the two nations would in 
the future adjust their disagreements 
- pacific negotiations and by arbitra- 
tion. 


The Senate Committee on For 
Relations, in a resolution reported to 
the Senate in 1851, declared that it 
be desirable to secure in treaties a 

rovision for arbitration. The years 
1964, 1872, 1574 and 1888 found similar 
resolutions introduced. 

“The treaty which most profoundly 
influenced the ideas of the world,” con- 
tinued Mr. ae “was that of 
Washington in 1871, Which provided 
for four arbitrations. In 1863, during 
the preliminary negotiations, Mr. Ad- 
ams assured Lord Russell that there 
| was ‘no form of conventional arbitra- 
ment to which America would not be 
willing.to submit. The Secretary of 
War said that Lord Russell was ac- 
eredited in the beginning as saying 
that England would be disgraced for- 
ever if a foreign government were left 
to arbitrate whether an English Secre- 
tary of State has been diligent or neg- 
ligent in the discharge of his duties. 
“Mr. Adams rose again to a great 
height and saved the treaty by getting 
hig colleagues to make an extrajudi- 
cial but effective declaration that cer- 
tain claims ought to be excluded from 
consideration. Mr. Adams declared 
that he would be assuming a great re- 
sponsibility, but that he did not do so 
as an arbitrator representing his own 
country, but as representing all na- 
tions.

YERKES MANSION SEIZED. 


Widow Upstairs Sick Does Not Know 
House Ig Held by Receiv- 
er's Men. 

{BY WIKK TO THE TIMES) 
NEW YORK. April 9.—[{Pxclusive 
Dispatch.} A temporary receiver for 
the Yerkes estate in New York City 
was appointed April 5, and on that 
date two detectives employed by the 
receiver slipped into the Yerkes man- | 
sion at Fifth avenue and Sixty-cighth 
street by the back areaway when the 
icernan called there. These men ad- 
mitted others sent by the’ receiver, 
whose guards, working in day and 
night shifts, have been holding pos- 
session of the house and art gallery 

since then as against Mrs. Yerkes. 

She is confined to her bed on an 
upper floor of the house and remains 
ignorant of the presence of the re- 
ceiver’s men. Her lawyers and physi- 
clan say her iliness is such that she 
might die if informed of the seizure 
of the house by the receiver's repre- 
sentatives. Her lawyers applied to 
Judge Ward in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court today for an order for 
the withdrawal of the receiver's men. 
Judge Ward declined to give the order, 
remarking that it appeared that Mrs. 
Yerkes had been holding the Fifth 
avenue mansion merely through esuf- 
ferance since Yerkes’ death and had 
no right of possession as against the 
receiver. 

Mrs. Yerkes claims ownership of the 
mansion and its contents and also the 
Yerkes’s art collection. The property 
is said to be worth over $2,500,000. The 
receiver was appointed in suit 
brought by the London Underground 
Railway, Lid., which has a claim of 
$900,000 against the Yerkes’ estate.

Minnesota sought recognition to move 
to recommit with instructions. The 
Speaker refused, saying common fair- 
ness required that he should recognize 
Mr. Clark of Missouri, the minority 
leader, the bill’s chief opponent. 

Mr. Clark thereupon made a motion 
to recommit with instructions. , This 
motion directed the Ways and Means 
Committee to make the original mini- 
mum rates of the bill apply as maxi- 
mum rates, and to vide a sched- 
ule of rates lower those to be 
applied as minimum rates. 

GRADUATED INCOME TAX. 

It also provided that the discrimi- 
nating duty clause levying 10 per cent. 
increase on goods imporied in foreign 
vessels be reversed so as to provide 
a 10 per cent. decrease on goods im- 
ported in American vessels. It in- 
structed the committee to provide for a 
graduated income tax and to add a par- 
agraph giving the President the right 
to place any article on the free list 
by proclamation if he is satisfied that 
its value has been enhanced in con~- 
sequence of any tmhonopoly or trust. 

The motion also directed the acnend- 
ment of the measure, “by reducing the 
duties carried by the bill to revenue 
rates, so as to raise the maximum of 
revenue with minimum burden of tax- 
ation upon the masses of the Ameri- 
can people, so adjusting the rates of 
duty as to deal fairly with producer 
and conswmer, with due regard to the 
needs of the government.” 

It specifically provided that leather, 
boots, shoes and all products of 
leather,. cotton bagging, cotton ties, 
agricultural implements and cocoa 
should be placed on the free list. It 
also stipulated that the increases in 
the duties on gloves and hosiery be 
taken off. It provided for the granting 
of American -registry to vessels built 
in foreign countries when purchased 
by American citizens for the ocean- 
carrying trade, providing they shall 
be officered by American citizens. 

CLARK MOTION LOST. 

Almost complete silence prevailed 
while the instructions were being read, 
Chairman Payne moving the previous 
question.

At 7:55 p.m., voting on the bill on 
its final passage was begun. 

The noise was so great that the 
clerks had difficulty in hearing the re- 
sponses. Practically every member was 
in his seat. 

The vote resulted: Yeas, 217; nays, 
161: absent, 1. 
The roli call lasted twenty minutes. 
Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania imme- 
diately offered a resolution providing 
that until further orders, the House 
shall meet on Mondays and Thursdays 
of each week. The resolution was 
adopted, and the House adjourned un- 

til Monday.

Mme, Modjeska, in happy contradis- 
tinctien to the fate of many great 
artists, did not die poor. 

Her property, it was stated yester- 
day, will total about $120,000—not an 
extraordinary sum in these days of 
regal fortunes, but a comfortable es- 
tate for an artist. “aa 

There was an impression abroad 
that Mme. Modjeska and her distin- 
guished journalist -husband., Count 
Bozenta, were considerably reduced ‘fn 
material means, through business re- 
verses and by other ways. Their in- 
come, however, was substantial; and 
was so fixed. by good securities, as to 
continue indefinitely. 

The personal property of the actress, 
jewels, 
her library and her sumptuous house- 
hold furnishings, many articles of 
which were presented to her and many 
of which she gathered in travels all 
over the world.

The land holdings of the family here 
were comparatively sma!i—considering 
the beautiful property, the “Forest of 
Arden.” which she once owned. This 
famous homestead waz sold about two 
vears ago to a country club of Long 
Beach men, who paid for it $35,000. As 
property goes, this was a fair valua- 
tion, though Mme.

public interest. Briefly, it is a purely 
family affair.” | 

From other sources, however, it was 
learned that the reason of the prob- 
able non-filing of the will lies in the 
fact that all of her property is already 
disposed of, save a single acreage piece 
in Orange county. ‘ | 

The tranquility of the family af- 
fairs of Count Bozenta and his famous 
wife were notable, hence at her death, 
the property simply passes to his en- 
tire control, and will so remain until 
his death, when, in all proability, the 
simple private testament referred to 
will dispome of the resnainder eamong 
relatives and others—parties individual 
or corporate—whom the great actress 
deemed worthy of benefactions.

SKILLFUL OPERATION RELIEVES 
EARTHQUAKE VICTIM. 


County Hospital Surgeons Appar- 
ently Restore to Norma! Condition 
San Francisco Business Man Whose 
Mind Had Been Affected Since In- 
jury to Head at Time of Disaster. 


Through an adroit operation per- 
formed by Los Angeles surgeons at 


the County Hospital, Charlies Law- 
son, formeriv a San Francisco broker, 
has apparently regained his normal 
mental poise after three years of pe- 
euliar aberration following an injury 
received in the San Francisco earth- 
quake. ‘ 

Prior to the temblior, Lawson was 
a sound-minded business man, with 
offices at No. 1029 Page street, in the 
northern city. When his residence 
collapsed during the first shock, 
lawson was buried beneath a pile of 
débris. When extricated he was suf- 
fering from a wound on the right side 
of the head, at a spot where he had 
been kicked by a horse in Missouri 
sixteen years before. | 

In the fire following the earthquake 
Lawson lost all his property, and 
shortly afterward came to Los Angelés 
with his wife and two children. They 
have been living at No, 824 West Tem- 
ple street. 

At thmes the man would appear en- 
tirely rational, though unable to work 
because of almost continual ilinesa. 
Again, his brain would become cloud- 
ed: he would imagine himself a 4pirit- 
ualist or mind reader, and frequently 
left his home and disappeared for days 
St a time. On these ‘occasions he 
would drink heavily; though at other 
times he did not use intoxicants. 

About two weeks ago he left his 

home during one of these spells and 
by chance wandered to the County 
Hospita!

As it is 
now, the laws and regulations of the 
two cities are at variance on many 
subjects, thus causing complications 
and working hardships and injustices 
upon people who do business And 
pay taxes in both cities. In several 
instances the line of town division 
cuts through theif places of business 
and the dealers are compelled to pay 
licenses and taxes in both cities. A 
letter mailed at the Ocean Park post- 
office enters the office door in Santa 
Monica, only to emerge later through 
the back door, which is in Ocean Park. 
The consolidation of the beach cities 
is being urged by some as the initlal 
step toward the annexation of the en- 
tire beach settlement to Los Angeles.

EW VENTURES 
FOR IMPERIAL. 


FOUR TOWNS ARE TO BE ADDED 
TO THE COUNTY. 


Urban Growth Follows. Rapid Agri- 
cultural Development—One Place 
Named After United States Sena- 


EL CENTRO, April 9.—A revision of 
Imperial ¢ounty’s map will be neces- 
sary ere long, as four new towns are 
to be added to the urban development, 
At least two of these give promise of 
rapid development. The general ex- 
pansion of valley and county improve- 
ments has called forth these new ven- 
tures. 

The townsite of Weston has been 
laid out In about the center of Wa- 
ter District No, 8, northwest of Braw- 
ley. It is surrounded by a large body 
of rich land, which has been the scene 
of great development the past year. 
since the water, which was shut off 
when the Colorado River broke in, 
has been restored. It is probable that 
Weston will speedily develop into an 
important trading place and supply 
point for this territory. 

In the midst of the supposed artesian 
belt, on which many claims are being 
filed, in the northwestern part of Im- 
perial Valley, and in which territory 
the Southern Pacific has recently filed 
indemnity claims to sixty-six éections, 
the new townsite of Cooper has been 
located. It will be a supply point for 
these land claimants, and for travelers 
to the San Jacinto Mountains, where 
considerable mineral development is 
expected to take place. 

The two other new townsites are 
both on the Yuma Indian reservation, 
lying wholly in Imperial county, along 
the Colorado River. They are Bard 
Bard, which is named in 
honor of ex-United States Senator 
Bard, is located on the branch line 
from Yuma to the Laguna dam. Pow- 
eli is lecated on the main line’ of the 
Southern Pacific, about two miles 
northwest of the California end of 
the railroad bridge across the Colo- 
rado River at Yuma. 

The townsite is covered with a dense 
growth of Willows, cottonwoods, mes- 
quite and tulles. It is named in honor 
of John Wesley Powell, a scientist in 
government's Geological Survey 
department, who spent practically all 
his life for the benefit of the arid 
Southwest.

FORESTS DAMAGED 
BY PORCUPINES. 


[SPECIAL DENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6—Reports 
from Bishop, Inyo county, Cal, Indi- 
eate that porcupines are seriously 
damaging the jvdge-pole pine forests 


ef the eastern slope of the Sierras. | 


‘Practically the entire area of the Inyo 
National Forest has been affected to 
some extent. in many localities the 
amaged trees aggregate as hi as 
25 per cent. of the total stang. lle 
these areas are not large, it is evident 
that if something is not done to curb 
the attack, much of the timber in 
that section will be killed. 


The porcupine feeds to a large ex-/ 


tent during the winter months upon 
the inner bark of the pine. To secure 
thie he travels about upon the snow, 
and completely girdles the trees just 
above the snow line. Of course, this 
results in the death of the tree. 
damage would not be so serious but 
for the fact that the porcupine sel- 
dom makes two meais off of the same 
tree, but prefers to visit several trees 
in the course of a night. Since its 
habits arc nocturnal, hunting this ani- 
mal is very difficult. The attention of 
the Forest Service has been called to 
the ravages of these .animals, and. 
plans for thelr extermination are un- 
der consideration.
